Claire school officials this morning reported that "a big 
majority" of its tuition students are enrolled there again this fall, 
because of a promise from Lansing that relief would be granted, 
at least for this school year.

That is not easy to do with the 
unemployment rate only a shade below 
8 per cent. 
But the alternate fact remains that 
inflation has not been licked, only 
reduced. A 6 per cent annual rate of 
inflation, the level at which the 
American economy seems to be stuck 
at present, is favorable only when 
compared with the 12 per cent rate of 
1974 or the almost 9 per cent of 1973. 
At 6 per cent, prices will continue to 
double every 12 years. Aside from 
what effect that would have on the 
dollar and its worth in international 
markets, such a continuing trend 
would be disastrous for persons on 
fixed or minimum incomes and for the 
accumulation of investment funds to 
energize a more productive economy. 
A tehdency to look upon inflation in 
relative terms would Ix' as foolish as 
saying an alcoholic who reduced his 
consumption of liquor from two bottles 
a day to one was cured.

return. 
Everj’one talks of building new 
jails, but you ver>’ seldom hear 
of efforts to expand or add 
programs for the prisoners. 
Imi)Tovemenf of jail condi­ 
tions which are stimetimes very 
sickening will only come about 
by state inspections and more 
programs to help keep the 
prisoner from coming back and 
eventually going to prison. The 
state inspections should be 
retjuired and fully enforct*d as 
many pt>nal institutions are 
now. That will most definitely 
help cut down on prison ad­ 
missions 
and 
habitual 
misdemeanors.

measurable objectives, and the 
time frame in which they’re 
convinced

should be accomplished — with 
stress on the word “ m easura­ 
ble.”. 
The listing of priorities would.

believes, 
provide 
a 
framework which coukl be used 
to weed out lesser program s, 
enable the government to con­ 
centrate on the most effective. 
Lynn also is quietly — or 
maybe not so quietly — at­ 
tempting to sell a policy called 
barnacle removal, under which 
an old program — one say five, 
10 or 15 years or so of age — 
would be stripped down to es­

The 1931 statute under which 


the recent arrests have been 
made was written to prohibit 
most citizens from carrying 
short wave radios capable of 
monitoring police broadcasts in 
cars, he said. 


The law makes it illegal to 


"equip a vehicle with a radio 
receiving set thai will receive 
signals sent on frequencies as- 
signed by the (FCC) . . . for 
police purposes." Exempt from 
the statute, Smietanka said, arc 
police officers and "amateur 
radio operators holding a con- 
ditional, general, advanced or 
extra class amateur license is- 
sued by the FCC." 


Given that they are radios 


(Maynard agrees that they are), 
it's proper to apply this law, 
meant to ban police radios, to 
radar detectors, said Smic- 
tanka. 


The intent of the law, Smie- 


tanka said, is to "prevent people 
from having devices in their 
cars that intercept police sig- 
nals not directed to them and 
use such a device to frustrate a 
legitimate law enforcement 
purpose." 


Smietanka also noted that 


police radios or "Fuzz Busters" 
can be used in a car with the 
permission of the state police. 


But the slate police have no 


procedure for granting radar 
detector permits — nobody's 
ever applied for one, according 
to Capt. Gene Hooker, head of 
the state police communication 
division in East Lansing. 


If someone did want a permit, 


Rooker said, the state police 
would first require the permis- 
sion of the police agencies in the 
applicant's area. "It's unlikely" 
that such permission would 
come from local police, and 
"inconceivable" 
that state 


police would grant the permit, 
said Rooker. 


Tichenor, 26, of 1047 Wadena 


road, pulled his "Snooper" out 
of his car last week after read- 
ing of the arrest of another 
alleged operator, he said. After 
hearing about the exemptions to 
the law he said he would inves- 
tigate the possibly of getting a 
ham radio operators license. 


Tichenor isn't 
angry at 


Maynard because he was told by 
the dealer that the devices were 
being confiscated by police and 
that arrests were being made. 


He bought the model because 


it can be removed from the 
windshield in a few seconds and 
is small enough to fit into the 
glove compartment of his car, 
he said. 


Maynard has hired Benton 


Harbor Ally. James Ford to 
research the Michigan law that 
bans radar detectors, he said. 
Meanwhile, he says "I per- 
sonally run one on both my cars 
and if they (police) take them 
I'll put on more." 


Maynard claims that it is un- 


constitutional to forbid moni- 
toring of specific channels. 
Atty. Ford said that a Virginia 
case now in the state supreme 
court is testing a law similar to 
Michigan's ban on police moni- 
tors and radar detectors in 
vehicles. 


Do the radar detectors work? 
Tichenor said the first lime he 


used his "Snooper" he was 
warned tar in advance that a 
radar unit was operating The 
driver of a 1976, Ford Cobra II 
which he feels receives undue 
attention by police.

The Benton Harbor city com- 


mission last night adopted a a 
new crackdown policy giving 
people with delinquent water 
bills 30 days to pay up before 
turning off their water. 


City Manager Melvin Farmer 


Jr. explained the tougher policy 
was adopted in an attempt to 
recoup more than (89,000 owed 
the city in delinquent water 
bills. Currently, the policy 
against people with delinquent 
water bills is "hit-and-miss," 
Farmer said, and the city docs 
not shut off their water. 


Commissioner Arnold Bolin 


commented that the city intends 
to enforce the new policy strin- 
gently. "This is not a policy on 
paper," he said. "This is a 
policy that's going to turn 
valves. That may have been our 
problem in the past." 


The new water collection 


policy is the second action taken 
by the city commission recently 
to collect delinquencies. 


Last week, the city commis- 


sion approved a plan to crack- 
down on businesses that are 
delinquent in paying personal 
property taxes which calls for 
the city finance director to send 
a "series of mailings" to 
"coerce the delinquent taxpayer 
to pay."

That state troopers would grant 
this perm ission is “ inconceiva­ 
ble,” says the officer with 
authority to «rant it. 
— 
Get a ham radio operators’ 
license from the Federal Com­ 
munications ci)mmission. 
If you c an ’t do any of the 
above three things, you’re stuck 
with a $79 to $149 device which, 
if you’re caught using it. will be 
seized by polic*e. And you’ll be 


on your way to D istrict court, 
according to Berrien Prosecutor 
John Smietanka.

and 
“ SnooptTs’’ are two of a dozen 
sim ilar devices being sold to 
drivers who want to know when 
a police radar unit is operating

One thing to remember when 


planting figs — they prefer 


cramped quarters, so make 
sure the planter is not too big 
for the plant. 


To clean the fig when -the 


leaves get dull and dusty, 
sponge leaves with water and 
wipe clean with a soft towel. 
Oil-based products or milk 
hinder a plant's ability to 
breathe and the plant may ac- 
tually suffocate.

Consumer Protection: 
Constant Watchfulness

- Consumer protection properly interpreted 
holds the life jacket for staying afloat in 
commercial enterprise today, Esther K. 
Shapiro, director of consumer affairs for the 
city of Detroit, told AAUW members Sept. 23. 


She addressed the Benton Harbor-St 


Joseph branch of the American Association 
of University Women at its annual .mem- 
bership luncheon at Win Scnuler's, Stevens- 
ville. 
. 


Defining consumerism, Mrs. Shapiro 


quoted Robin White, English advertising 
man, in his book, "The Day The Pigs Refuse 
To Be Driven To Market:" "Consumerism is 
simply the mechanism that has developed to 
redress the imbalance between corporations 
and consumers. In the same way that trade 
unions in the 19lh century used collective 
action against 
industry, consumerism 


developed to provide similar protection for 
consumers in the 20th." 


However, she said that although con- 


sumerism as a title began about 10 years ago 
with the advent of Ralph Nader and similar 
consumer advocates, a Greek premise of 
2.500 years ago. said: "The market is the 
place set apart where men may decicvc one 
another." 


She quoted the Bible, Proverbs 11:1, "A 


false balance is abomination of the Lord: but 
a just weight is his delight" as the root of the 
consumerism movement, and again quoted 
the Bible in reference to the quandary of the 
Uniteds States Department of Agriculture 
when faced with the meat boycott by 
housewives four years ago and whether a 
decision should be made not to sell meat that 
week: "He that witholdeth corn, the people 
shall curse him; but blessing shall be upon 
the head of him that sellcth it." (Proverbs 
11:26). 


Early laws in England and France provid- 


ed punishment fitting the crime of cheating 
in the marketplace with emphasis on the 
punishment being administered in the 
marketplace. Louis XI ruled that anyone 


selling butter with stones should be placed in 
pillory near a roaring fire with the butter on 
his head to IK licked by dogs. 


Nearly 200 years ago, Mrs. Shapiro said 


Adam Smith in "The Wealth of Nations" 
said: "Consumption is the sole end and pur- 
pose of all production; and the interest of the 
producer ought to be attended to only so far 
as it may be necessary for promoting that of 
the consumer. The maxim is so perfectly 
self-evident, that it would be absurd to at- 
tempt to prove it." 


And 200 years ago, she noted that consumer 


discontent against the artificially maintained 
high price of tea, led to the Boston tea party. 


Unfortunately, she said, the consumer has 


not been at home in the market place and she 
questioned: "Whatever happened to the law 
of supply and demand? They don't even 
teach it in the schools anymore." 


She said, for example, she recently flew on 


a 747 — a very lonesome experience. But, she 
asked, because the huge airplane is so 
empty, should the airlines seek to raise 
fares, rather than lower them to encourage 
more passengers to fly the 747? 


Mrs. Shapiro said that lack of information 


about a product, despite labeling laws on 
foods and drugs, is a major source of con- 
sumer dissatisfaction. For example, when 
the owner of a car or appliance, seeks redress 
because of defective production, the con- 
sumer often 
finds the dealer 
or the 


manufacturer says that the consumer should 
expect that today's sophisticated equipment 
should be not be expected to be trouble free, 


Mrs. Shapiro said the answer to--this 


problem is."that when we buy a product we 
arc told not only how to use it, but we should 
be given sonic idea of the life expectancy of 
and cost of maintenance over the years." 


Intelligent and informed consumers should 


constantly watch "the air we breathe, the 
food we eat, and the soil we walk on," Mrs. 
Shapiro said. 


Constant watchfulness is necessary, she 


said, for protection of the consumer and all 
areas of today's market place need reassess- 
ing continually.

Chrysler Corp. was accused 
Monday of violating Hie Clean 
Air Act in a $91 million civil suit 
filed by the Justice Department 
in U.S. District Court here.

NILES — A mistake of turn­

ted to a correctional institution. 
Director John T .‘Dempsey 
said he ordered the change in 
department policy as part of a 
joint effort to fight an increase 
in violent juvenile crime. 
Dempsey outlined the new 
policy Monday to the Detroit 
City Council. He also said that 
any juvenile under the care of a 
sMñal worker because of a 
previous offense who commits a 
• serious felony must appear 
before the state Youth Parole 
and Review Board. 
Dempsey said such juveniles,^ 
known as state wards, probably 
also would be institutionalized. 
The new policy, to go into ef­ 
fect Oct. 1, was praised by 
Wayne County Juvenile Court 
Judge James Lincoln, who said 
it was a vast iipprovement over 
the present situation. 
“The citizens 
of Wayne 
County should be very pleased,” 
he said. "Dempsey is trying 
very hard to lock dangerous 
juveniles up.” 
Under the drastic revision in 
state policy, hundreds of youths 
convicted of murder, rape, as­ 
sault or armed robbery will now 
be committed to institutions 


each year, Lincoln said. 
Under present policy, a youth 
found guilty in court was turned 
over to the social service 
department. In the past, the 
department has released many 
of the youthful felony offender 
to social workers. 
The new policy was adopted 
as part of a cooperative effort 
among the state, Detroit and the 
Wayne County Juvenile Court to 
curb juvenile criminals. 


(1) Consider 17-year-olds as 
juveniles. This change would 
“provide 
for 
the 
uniform 
handling of young people in the 
age group of under-18,” the 
council stated. Charles Kehoe, 
director of Juvenile Court ser­ 
vices, said that this change 
would increase Berrien Juvenile 
court’s caseload 25 per cent. But 
he thinks that 17-year-olds need 
the help offered in juvenile 
court. 
Kehoe explained 17-year-olds 
are “in limbo.” They are treat­ 
ed as adults when charged with 
crimes, but they can’t legally 
buy liquor, vote or sign con­ 
tracts. 
(2) Stop jailing status of­ 
fenders (youngsters whose mis­ 
deeds of truancy or delinquency 
aren’t actual crimes) alongside 
youngsters who have committed 
crimes. 
Mrs. Clarke said that this 
change in the current cod would 
force other counti(>s in Michigan 
to provide the diversity of ser­ 
vices 
which 
Berrien 
now 
pn>vides to juveniles. 
Currently, Kehoe said, two- 
thirds of the some 20 counties 
with juvenile detention centers

Services bureau or to foster 
homes, Kehoe said. 
(3) 
Limit the power of 
referees rather than requiring 
that they be lawyers. Kehoe said 
referees are non-lawyers who 
have some judicial powers in 
non-contested juvenile cases. 
The citizens advisory council 
stated “Under no circums­ 
tances should a referee, who is 
not a member of the Bar, hear 
anything but probable cause 
cases,” 
and decide only 
whether a crime was committed 
and whether there is cause to 
believe that the juvenile conv- 
mitted it. 
Opposing 
parts 
of 
two 
proposed bills to revise the 
juvenile code, 
the council 
favored several parts of the 
current juvenile code. 
The positions favor keeping 
the minimum age of waiver to 
adult court at‘15; allow children 
and their parents. to waive 
counsel, rather than requiring a 
lawyer for every offender; keep 
juvenile court records confiden­ 
tial but available in certain . 
cases; allow the court to have 
jurisdiction over the parents of 
all children in Juvenile court, 
instead of having jurisdiction 
over only parents involved in 
neglect cases. 
Mary DeFoe, secretary and 
treasurer of the c*ouncil, said 
that Berrien’s probate judges 
“agree basically” with the 
positions adopted by the coun­ 
cil. 
Pastor Timothy Knauff, vice

council, 
explained that the» position 
papers will be sent to local 
legislators.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — After 


2} consecutive one-year con- 
tracts t» manage the Dodgers, 
Walter Alston has stepped 
down, saying, '"There comes a 
time when you need to take a 
little rest." 


The M-yew-oM Alston, known 


as the "Quiet Man" from Darr- 
town, Ohio, made his decision 
Monday. After a round of golf, 
he toW Los Angeles Dodgers 
management and it was an- 
nounced at a late afternoon 
news conference during which 
Alston said be would remain 
with the National League club in 
a (root office capacity 


"Baseball has been good to 


me," he said. "But there comes 
a time when you get enough of 
everything. This has been'quite 
a day. it's the first time I ever 


got three birdies playing golf in 
one dayand I'm retiring." 


Thus "ends one of baseball's 


greatest chapters, one which 
started in 1954 in Brooklyn at 
the end of Jackie Robinson's 
career, continued to the team's 
first world title in 1955, through 
the opening of the West to 
baseball in the late 1950s and 
then through the years'of glory 
with Sandy' Koufax and a suc- 
cession of teams that rarely 
scored yet won championships. 


No successor was named im- 


mediately, but Walter CTMalley. 
chairman of the Board_o'f the 
Dodgers, said his son; Peter, 
General Manager Al Camparife 
and Alston would sit down soon 
and decide on who will become 
the next Dodgers' field boss. 


Alston won four World Series 


titles and seven pennants tor the 
Dodgers and only two men in 
the history of the game ban 
managed one: club longer — 
Connie Mack, 5» years with the 
Philadelphia Athletics and John 
McGraw, 31 with the New York 
Giants.

All the fish in Uozzy Lake in Van Buren county and.Selkirk Lake 


in Allegan county will be killed this week as part of a Department 
of Natural Resources management program. 
; 


Both lakes will be re-stocked with bass, bluegiUs and rainbow 


trout. 


A helicopter will be used to spray the flsh-killing rotenonc poison 


on the lakes, which are both about 90 acres in size. Just last week, 
the projects were postponed indefinitely because the helicopter 
was tied up in Upper Peninsula forest fire fighting. 


But the treatments are. now going off as scheduled, with Huzzy, 


located about two miles southeast of Lawton, on Wednesday, and 
Selkirk, located about five miles north of Martin, on Thursday. 


District DNR fisheries biologist Dave Johnson says the lakes are 


being treated because most fish now in the waters are stunted. 


Interested persons may pick up the dead fish, which will be 


edible (rotenone kills the fish through suffocation). But Johnson 
warns ,the public to stay away from the helicopter during the 
spraying operation. 


As soon as the lakes detoxify, they will be re-stocked. Rainbow 


will be put in Huzzy to establish a permanent trout fishery, but the 
rainbow plant in Selkirk will be aimed at establishing an interim 
fishery. 


The DNR is also treating farm ponds in Berrien and Van Buren 


counties this week to kill off the illegal White Amur, also known as 
the grass carp. Johnson says there could be eight or nine ponds 
involved overall. 


Grass carp were once thought to be the answer to weed problems 


in farm ponds because they eat vegetation. But follow up data has 
shown this Asian carp could be harmful to food chains in the 
ponds, There's also a fear that the Amur could spread and become 
a trash fish, much like the common European carp.' 


Johnson says many states, including Michigan, 'have now 


banned the importation of the grass carp, but there will be no 
penalties for the fish this year. In fact, the DNR is destroying the 
fish free of charge. That will probably all change nextTrear 
because by then everyone should know the fish are illegal in 
Michigan.

Huston said rumors were not 


true that" should the change be 
approved, farming would not be 
permitted in the area if the land 
was sold. Farming could con- 
tinue as a non-conforming use 
as the ordinance is now written, 
he said. 


But farmers objected 
to 


requirements in the ordinance 
which would prohibit expansion 
of existing farm operations and 
ban a return to farming if the 
land were not farmed for over

Huston held out the possibility 


that the map may be changed to 
allow existing farmers 
to 


remain zoned agricultural, or 
the ordinance may be changed 
to allowing farming as a con- 
forming use in a recreation- 
open space zoned area. 


The planning commission will

Fleming Raps Funding Lack 


ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) - University of Michigan President 


Robben Fleming has criticized legislators for authorizing new 
programs but failing to provide enough money to carry them out. 
"The result is that the ... university is left holding the satchel." 
Fleming said Monday in his annual state of the university 
address. Foremost among U-M's external problems, Fleming 
said, is inflation, aggravated by a drastic, rise in utility costs and 
the government-mandated employers' share of Social Security 
costs. "Since people will always demand more services while at 
the same time resisting increased costs." Fleming said, "there is 
an uncontrollable urge upon the part of the legislators, all of 
whom have to be elected, to pass the substantive legislation white 
at the same time declining to fund the resulting programs." 
Fleming also criticized what he termed "formula funding," or the 
philosophy of financing all public institutions at the same level;
